Some Figures From the Market
Reports Which Show How Much
It Costs to Transfer Your Food
From the Farm to Your Stomach,

" HO pays for the high cost of living ™
fs n famillar auestion. But the an-
rwor s different. No, It In not the ultimate
connumer Rions, but tha producer as well
The former pays for the privilege of buying
food to live on; the latter pays for An Op-
portunity to sell his product In order Lo live.
In betwenn the two are one, two nand three
middlemen who “ent of the fat of the land."
It {8 they who keop the farmer poor, the
avernge famlly on the verge of poverty, and
then disport themeelvea In motorenra and at
famols bathing places of the world,

Ak any packer, farmer, bialness man and
even commisafon broker what {5 the real
cnuse of the high cont of lving, and what in
the curss of the grocery and provision busi:
nnd he will say: “The duplieation of
middlemen.™

When n packer cana finh, poas, peaaches or
aRparagun he sngagen o brokor to market hix
artlcle. The packer gets a profit of from 16
to 20 per cont. from the broker for the prive
ilege of handling the gootds,

The broker then sells the same ¢an to A
Jobber, exacting a toll of from 2% to 4 per
cent. ‘Thia, Incldentally, Is the only respeot-
able proft In “thid sorry scheme of things
entire'  The Jobber, commonly known ns
the wholesnler, tneks another 12 or 16
per cent. to the cost before miking his prico
to the oprner grooer, who, In order to lve,
impores an additional fine of about 26 per
cont. on the poor common mun who wante
to eit. Here we have nbout 45 per cant,
added to the cost, yet profits not Infre-
quently amount te more than 100 per cent.
ns will he shown,

But the packer ls not so badly off as the
farmer. Heo, nt least, has a factory and ¢an
fx his priee according to supply and de-
mand. Cannerles don't grow on every vn-
cant lot. The poor farmer, however, Is even
more the slove of the middleman than are
the ovontual purchosers, Farms and prod-
uese ean he had almost anywhere, they
grow. Nor has he the protection of the sup-
ply and doemand axiom, for the greater the
supply thé greater the demutid—and the
lower the priee. A “bumper crop"” means
hardship for the tarmer, It not infrequently
meoans a dend fAnancinl Jops, He gots less
for his vegetables when the crops nre large, |
and the frelght rates remaln the same of go |
up. The consumer sees a very small drop in |
price—sometimon

What the Farmer Gets

But here nre some flgures that Lell the
story graphleally. Hest potatoes on July 16
{which dote npplles throughout) were selling
nt from 756 cents to 31.12 a barrel, with No, 2
grade from &0 to 70 cents, This Is the price
the farmer got. The same barrel costs the
housekooper from $2.60 to $3 for the hest and
$2 to 82 for the second best!

Here Ia the farmer's end of t. He pays
26 cents for the barrel and another quurter
for the frelght. Flgure his profit on No. 2
grade potatoes. After you have arrived nt
the result Just remember that It cost the
furmer something to plant the potatoes—
which first must be bought; somsethlng to
plow the fields and ocultivate them, and
then something to dig, asgort and pack the
crop after it has been sold. Then you can
gee how much he makes, even at the top
price. In times of medium crops he will get
at least 60 conts better on the price, and it
will only cost the housekeeper a few pennles
more on the barrel, for low fgures never
come down very far from the top prices,

Onlons cost 36 to 60 cents a crate. The
pays 00 cents to $1.26 for the
gnme.  The former, out of his B) cents or
lens, must Jay out 16 centa for freight and
10 conts for the ¢rate. Cabbapes he sells for
a cont o head,safor which Mrs. S8mith pays
from 4 to 10 eonts! When shipped In barrels
25 cents must be pald for cooperage and 30
conts for frelght., Cabbages are usually
shipped by the carload, however, as s let-
tuee, whleh the farmer sells for from 5 to 8
cents . dozen heads, and for which Mrs.
Jones pays 6 to 8§ cents a single head!

Now. let us conslder canned goods, The re-
maeining vegetables and frults tell the same
story: the farmer elther loses or barely
serapes through: the housewife panys an ex-
orbitant price, In produce usunlly more than
100 per cent. above the original cost

12. This Is ths packer's pries. After all the
profits are added, the corner grocer sella n |
single can at 18 cents, or $2.16 a dozen, The
next grade salmon at the cannery aslls for
i1 n dogen and at the grocery ators at 13 to
16 cents a can. Thia I8 only $166 (o $1.80 &
dozen. Best Norweglan sardines in ollve oll
cont 8§ cénts a can and sell for 18 or more;
the next grade costs 7 cents and sells for 13
and up. Domestle sardines, really herrings
In cottonseed ofl, cost 25, cents a can and
sell for 6. Tuna fish costa $3.26 & cane and
solln for 10 to 16 cents a can—a total of $4.480
to $7.20 a case! Notlce the 85 and 60 per
cent. profits.

Consumer Pays For All the Waste

Best Callfornia peaches cost 16 cents a can
and sell from 23 to 26 cents. MHest fancy
peas cost 31 a dozen and sell for 18 cents o
can, or §L.50 a dozen, while fanoy Mnine
corn runs about the same, Hecond-grade
peaches and corn cost about 70 cents n doxen
and’ pel] for ¥1 to SLE0, As o final example,
shrinp costs the broker 85 cents & dozen and
wella for from 12 to 15 cents a can, 'I'ila Is
$L44 to $LB0 & doxen, truly a generous profit.

Now, what does all this mean? It means
thut the consumer pays for all the unneces-
sary wanste and for the duplication of profits.
The tremendous waste invelved can resdily
be ‘seen, for it meuns that several brokers
bid for the output of one packer and seversl
jobbers bld for the same output to sell to'
the grocere. This means a duplication of
clerke, salesmen and office forces.

the trunk was burled. He suspected what
the trench was for. and during the lunch
hour, while his employers wore away, he
Earted to do some Agging on his own Ro-
eount, but he had not progressod far when
dome men rushed on him from the bushea
with drawn revolvers and drove him away.
